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Palestine in the News 


When Palestine appears in the news, 
it is an encouraging sign to all who be- 
lieve the many Bible prophecies con- 
cerning the restoration of that land. 
War has eclipsed it for a time, but 
national leaders are again turning their 
eyes toward it. Both Roosevelt and 
Dewey favored making it a national 
home for the Jews. At the 47th Annual 
Convention of the Zionist Organization of 
America, recently held in Atlantic City, 
N. J., a resolution voted “profound ap- 
preciation” for the “historic message of 
President Roosevelt” which promised aid 
in establishing the Jewish common- 
wealth, and the “declaration of endorse- 
ment by Governor Thomas E. Dewey” of 
the Republican Party’s Palestine plat- 
form. (Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.) 
The Zionist Congress “adopted a reso- 
lution urging that ‘a free and democratic 
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Jewish commonwealth’ be established, it 
shall embrace the whole of Palestine, 
‘undivided, undiminished. The same 
resolution sought early adoption by Con- 
gress of measures asking unrestricted 
Jewish immigration and land purchase 
in Palestine.” At a rally sponsored by 
the American League for a free Pales- 
tine, held in Philadelphia October 17, 
Congressman Hugh D. Scott said: “The 
British have opened the doors of Pal- 
estine to the nationals of other countries 
who desire refuge. Should the Hebrews 
be denied this same refuge? The doors 
of Palestine should be opened.” The 
League favors the establishment of a 
refugee camp in Palestine where Euro- 
pean Jews may seek temporary homes. 
These hopeful signs in the world’s dark 
sky may be like the changing of night’s 
deep blue into the gray and rose of 
dawn, when the morning star shines 
brightly. Looking back to the first com- 
ing of Christ, we may observe how scores 
of Old Testament prophecies were liter- 
ally fulfilled. Why should we spiritual- 


ize such plain words as these relating 


to the land of Palestine: “Thy people 
also shall be all righteous: they shall 
inherit the land for ever, the branch of 
my planting, the work of my hands, that 
I may be glorified” (Isa. 60:21); “And 
they shall build the old wastes, they shall 
raise up the former desolations, and they 
shall repair-the waste cities, the desola- 
tions of many generations” (Isa. 61:4); 
“Thou shalt no more be termed Forsaken; 
neither shall thy land any more be 
termed Desolate: but thou shalt be 
called Hephzibah, and thy land Beulah: 
for the Lord delighteth in thee, and thy 
land shall be married” (62:4). Again 
and again through the closing chapters 
of Isaiah comes that majestic “I will” 
of the Almighty God, as He promises 
blessing to Israel and her land. But the 
coming of the Lord Jesus will precede 
the complete healing of the land, and as 
world leaders renew their interest in it, 
those of us who “love His appearing” 
may lift up our heads and look hopefully 
for the return of “the root and offspring 
of David, and the bright and morning 
star” (Rev. 22:16).

An Eighteenth Century Fundamentalist 


unbelief are constant through the 

centuries, and one is interested, 
and often amused, to observe how old 
is that which passes as the thought of 
“the modern mind.” The eighteenth 
century was the Golden Age of modern- 
ism, and what has come since is but 
variation on old themes. 

But there were defenders of the faith 
in that century as well as its under- 
miners and vilifiers. The 200th anni- 
versary of the founding of the University 
of Goettingen brought into remem- 
brance again the man who played a 
leading role in its establishment and in 
shaping its intellectual life in the early 
days, — Albrecht von Haller. 

Haller has been described as a Doctor 
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“Ye thought evil against me; but 
God meant it unto good” (Gen. 
50:20). 
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Universalis. He was poet of rank, savant 
in many directions, himself a whole 
faculty in Goettingen, teaching botany, 
anatomy, surgery, and physiology. His 
textbooks on these subjects were mas- 
terpieces, and indeed he has been called 
the father of modern physiology. He 
was an independent investigator and 
discoverer in physiology and medicine; 
an authority in higher mathematics; a 
man of such knowledge in world his- 
tory as to humble the specialists. He 
was collector of books and librarian, 
organizer of the university’s botanical 
garden, anatomical institute, and lying- 
in hospital. He also concerned himself 
much with psychiatrical study, 

In short, a “polyhistor,” to borrow the 
old Greek word, versed in knowledge 
of every variety. Also a man of phe- 
nomenal memory and phenomenal con- 
centration who could concern himself 
with various things at the same time, as 
when listening to lectures and reading 
simultaneously. 

And best of all he was a Christian 
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who considered this the most important 
thing in his life. 

Herein he did not indeed stand alone, 
and, in fact, he owed much to certain 
of his professors, who wére both Chris- 
tians and profound scientists, as Boer- 
have, the great Leyden physician, and 
Bernouilli, the mathematician of Basel. 
Isaac Newton also influenced him, al- 
though he did not study with him. 

But the temper of the time as a whole 
was hostile to Christ. Its unbelief had 
taken the name of “the Enlightenment.” 
It posed as a new discovery, an eman- 
cipating of human reason, and felt free 
to summon Christianity itself to the bar 
for judgment. It fathered a voluminous 
popular literature, and was, in fact, a 
religious inflation which threatened the 
whole Christian life of Europe. 

The first public occasion of Haller’s 
controversy with it was in answer to 
Lameitrie’s pamphlet L’Homme Machine 
(“The Human Machine”), which Lamet- 
trie had impudently dedicated to Haller 
with the false claim that he had studied 
with the master. Lamettrie had antici- 
pated the present-day euphemism about 
“expressing one’s personality.” He was 
an, 18th century Bertrand Russell or 
Harry Barnes, teaching that sensual 
pleasures were permissible to the widest 
extent. “Any qualms of conscience 
should be promptly stifled. On God and 
the future life one should expend no 
thought, for ‘science’ had proved that 
there is no future life. Why then 
worry?” 

Haller in answering him drew a pic- 
ture of the disintegrating effect of free 
thought in contrast to the strengthéning 
and upbuilding influence of Christian 
teaching on society. It meant a general 
dissolution, war of all against all. The 
relations of the married, of children and 
parents, of friends and fellow citizens, 
would be relaxed, marriage endangered, 
and child-bearing avoided as a hin- 
drance to pleasure. He pointed out how 
these theories were working themselves 
out at the contemporary court of Louis 
XVI. He made an appeal to every Chris- 
tian with redoubled zeal to stir him- 
self, his children, his friends, to the task 
of sowing the seed of faith in the world, 
thereby bringing posterity to Christ. He 
urged theologians not to busy them- 
selves over secondary studies in phi- 
lology and history, but to preach the one 
thing needful, the Cross of Christ, with 
tenderness and power. And every Chris- 
tian should seek to root out of his own 
heart the remnants of evil in order to 
present to unbelievers a convincing ex- 
ample of what the true Christian is. Be- 
fore this the idols of the heathen and 
the boastings of the worldly-wise would 
vanish as the shadows of night at dawn. 
Haller indeed insisted that the religion 
of Christ was the weightiest considera- 
tion for a people’s life. He seemed to 
foresee what breakup was coming, and 
which actually came to pass in the 
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French Revolution. A hundred years 
later a new edition of his book was 
published under the title of “Religious 
Prophecies of a Great Swiss” (Haller 
was Swiss by birth), with the fulfillment 
of these prophecies placed in parallel 
to them. 

With illustrations from history he re- 
peatedly proved that a people stands 
or falls with its Christian faith. For 
he would have no “religion” apart from 
that of Christ. “We must either adhere 
to thet, or do without religion alto- 
gether. It alone contains and exempli- 
fies the highest forms of morality for 
state as well as for individual.” 

He declared that much of that which 
calls itself science in its hostility to 
Christianity was but a pseudo-science. 
For many years he published “The Goet- 
tingen News of Scientific Matters” to 
which in his lifetime he contributed 
some 12,000 papers.. His declared pur- 
pose was “to further the glory of God.” 
He insisted that the University of Goet- 
tingen should avoid any feaching against 
“the fundamental articles of the Church” 
(articulos fundamentales ecclesiae) and 
hold to objective study of science. Buf- 
fon was teaching in Paris that nature 
was a mere mechanism which built itself 
up out of its own forces. Haller was 
undisturbed. God would never be super- 
fluous. In nature everywhere was a 
sapientia occulta, a hidden wisdom, 
which was so fine and so deep as to be 
only from God. He believéd in creation 
from nothing and in the Biblical narra- 
tive of creation as historical. 

He was in constant collision with the 
contemporary modernism, and was tire- 
less in meeting and overcoming its philo- 
sophical, historical, moral, scientific, and 
religious weapons. He showed its con- 
tradictions and endless repetitions. “One 
freethinker lends to another his armor. 
... It is ever the same penny. When 
it has been paid out a thousand times 
it is no longer of use.” He answered 
Voltaire point by point. “It is impos- 
sible to deny the historic existence of 
Moses, and it is certain that he could 
write.” Of Voltaire himself he said, 
“His cuirass is of paper.” In spite of 
Voltaire’s calumnies and base methods 
of controversy, he cherished no bitter- 
ness against him. On the contrary, he 
looked on him as an endangered soul, 
and only the cause of truth compelled 
him to take arms against him. In 
the preface of his book is a prayer 
which one cannot read without emotion: 

“Great Being, is there not in the treas- 
ury of Thy mercies one means left by 
which Thou canst bring back from de- 
struction this creature of Thine, so gifted 
in so many ways? If, then, it run not 
counter to Thine eternal wisdom, open 
his eyes ere he close them forever. Give 
to the world the great spectacle of an 
opponent summoned back to salvation, 
—an opponent of God, most terrible of 
words !” 
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This mighty scientist was an enthusi- 


_ ast for foreign missions, especially for 


the Danish missions in Greenland and 
South India. At a time when there was 
slight interest in such enterprises and 
actual opposition to them, even among 
Christians, Haller defended them in his 
“Apologia for Christian Missions.” He 
was one of the earliest advocates of 
medical missions; a great admirer of

The Wine at Cana 


It is rather.late to be writing you about 
an Open Letter that appeared in the issue 
of July 22 on the question, “Was the Wine 
at Cana Fermented?” However, I am 
much interested in this whole subject, 
and I wish you could get just a word from 
Mr. Gordon on this point. 

The letter sent to the Tres stated, “If 
they had been drinking fermented wine 
first, it isn’t likely they would call un- 
fermented wine good.” Mr. Gordon's re- 
ply seemed to agree with the idea that 
they were drinking fermented wine first. 
This surprises me because I thought the 
whole force of Mr. Gordon’s articles would 
be against this idea. Why should we sup- 
pose that the wine used at this marriage 
feast attended by the Lord Jesus and His 
mother, and the disciples, was fermented 
wine? If, as Mr. Gordon clearly pointed 
out, the Greek word for “wine” was used 
for unfermented as well as fermented, 
why should we admit that it was fer- 
mented wine at this wedding feast? 

I suppose the answer is that the ex- 
pression “when men have well drunk” 
is taken to mean that they were under 
the influence of intoxicants. But is that 
translation necessary?—A South Carolina

That it was not unusual to drink fer- 
mented wine at feasts is clear from the 
use of methuo in verse 10, the only defi- 
nition of the word in Abboitt-Smith’s 
Lexicon being “to be drunken.” That 
there was drinking of alcoholic wine at 
the Cana feast is an inference from the 
word quite generally made, and rightly, 
I think. That the phrase “when men 
have well drunk” is really “when men 
are drunk,” is an unavoidable, if un- 
pleasant, fact. 

The whole force of my argument was 
a contrast between the wine of the feast 
and the wine our Lord made, between 
the corrupt wine and the wine which 
typified Calvary’s redeeming blood. This 
seems to me to explain the harsh phrase, 
“Woman, what have I to do with thee?” 
Our Lord repudiated any connivance in 
the use of intoxicating wine. 

But why was He present where in- 
toxicating wine was being used? No 
explicit reason is given in the narrative. 
He was often among publicans and sin- 
ners. Perhaps He may have gone to 
Cana to give His testimony against this 
deadly enemy of man, alcoholic drink. 
“They that be whole need not a phy- 
sician, but they that are sick.”

AJOR-GENERAL Charles Orde 
Wingate (killed in an accident), 
the leader of “Wingate’s Raiders” 

in Burma, Ethiopia, the Sudan, and else- 
where, was a fearless soldier. Also a 
Bible-carrying, Scripture-quoting one. 
The Wingates have been outstanding 
leaders in the British Empire—a gov- 
ernor of Bengal, a sirdar of Egypt, and the 
like. - Colonel George Wingate, father 
Bf the raider, served in seven frontier 
campaigns in India, and was the foun- 
der of the Central Asian Mission for 
evangelization and medical work among 
the Pathans. 

Orde Wingate was “brought up on the 
Scots’ regime of porridge, bread, and 
dripping, and the sincere milk of the 
Word.” He was a Puritan to the depths 
of his soul, with an indomitable will, 
and with complete disregard for his own 
safety or interest. A Zionist friend once 
asked him, “Tell me, Orde, when you 
call one man ‘good’ and another ‘bad,’ 
what, exactly, do you mean?” . 

Wingate looked astonished: “Why, o 
course I use the words in their Biblical 
sense: when I say a man is ‘good,’ I 
mean he is one who lives to fulfill the 
purposes of God; when I say he is ‘bad,’ 
I mean he lives to frustrate the pur- 
poses of God.” 

The “Lawrence of Arabia Memorial 
Medal” was given him by the Royal Cen- 
tral Asia Society in 1943, and he was of 
the Lawrence type. He was nephew of 
Major-General Sir William Dobbie, like 
him, a Bible soldier. It is interesting to 
learn that he had a great love for the 
Jews and was familiar with their lan- 
guage and interests. At the memorial 
service in St. Margaret’s they sang the 
old hymn: 

Who would true valour see, 

Let him come hither; 

One here will constant be, 

Come wind, come weather. 


Hobgoblin nor foul fiend 
Can daunt his spirit; 
He knows he, at the end, 

Shall life inherit. 


The first religious broadcast took place 
on May 23, 1923, and on May 23, 1938, the 
fifteenth anniversary of that event was 
celebrated by Messrs. Fosdisk, Sockman, 
Poling, and others. Dr. Fosdick said: 
“Whatever may be the future uncer- 
tainties, it is sure that we have an op- 
portunity in religion on the air to make 
an incalculable contribution that will 
outflank, overpass, undércut sectarianism 
in religion.” 

What he meant by “sectarianism” is 
not specified, but presumably it was 
evangelical Christianity. His program 
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Encouragements and warni 
from all the wuld. rn 


seems to be under way. Religious broad- 
casts are to be banned from the Mutual 
network except for a few hours on Sun- 
day morning. NBC and Columbia have 
long done the same. They sell time to 
brewers and vintners and tobacconists 
and questionable medicine-mongers, but 
not to Christian teaching. Yet the lat- 
ter actually paid Mutual last year the 
sum of three and a half million dollars, 
a fourth of Mutual’s income! 

Fosdick, Sockman, and the Federal 
Council are given free time for their 
unevangelical patter. They themselves 
could not continue if they were obliged 
to buy time. The broad masses of Amer- 
ican Protestantism want evangelical 
preaching and are ready to pay for it. 
They are to be made to understand that 
this is not good for them, that they must 
take what is offered to them by. the 
machine. “The Lutheran Hour” and the 
“Old Fashioned Revival Hour” “and 
others of the same stripe have long been 
distasteful to liberal church leaders,” 
says Mr. Crowe in the Christian Century, 
in outlining what should be in radio- 
land. Well, supposing they are. Are 
these liberal church leaders to be the 
arbiters of our opinions, tastes, and 
wishes? 

Mr. Crowe would have us follow the 
expert methods of Lux Soap, Pabst Beer, 
and Campbell Soups. We should have 
broadcasts of a neutral religious type, 
stories of contemporary religious cour- 
age, talks on the resources of religion, 
dramatic sketches of the plgce of re- 
ligion in personal and national life, 
folksy programs, nonsectarian, noncon- 
troversial. It is the old substitution of 
“religion” for Christ; a new outbreak 
of the halb-Kultur of the Chicago Di- 
vinity School. 

This is the way to “outflank, overpass, 
undercut sectarianism.” 

As if timed to the Christian Century 
article came a demonstration against 
radio evangelism by a familiar trio of 
Jew, Catholic, and apostate Protestant. 
They propose to put on the screws. They 
suggest a ruling by the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission against the sale of 
time for religious broadcasting and the 
granting of free time only to authorized 
parties. Fred Eastman, professor of 
“dramatics” in Chicago Divinity School, 
Rabbi Binstock, and E. V. Dailey, editor 
of the (R.C.) New World, join in pro- 
test,-and ask for standards of control. 
“Representatives of the Catholic, Prot- 
estant, and Jewish faiths,” said Binstock, 
“should join together to make sugges- 
tions to the radio stations for religious 
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programs. Befort a radio station can 
accept such a program it should check 
to make sure the program had the eccle- 
siastical endorsement of a recognized re- 
ligious organization.” 

Did this rabbi ever hear of the First 
Amendment to the American Constitu- 
tion? 


John Clarence Petrie, a minister of the 
Unitarians, writes of a Unitarian May 
meeting pronouncement entitled “The 
Faith Behind Freedom.” After refer- 
ring to the futility of forums, discussions, 
and town hall religion, he goes on: 

“It is difficult to discover just what 
‘the faith behind freedom’ is. Appar- 
ently it is a faith that makes no dif- 
ference what a man believes just so long 
as he believes it. In fact, to have this 
faith the creeds must be rejected. Do 
these well-meaning Unitarians ever stop 
to think of what they say, or do they 
just rattle off high-sounding phrases? 
Are they aware that there are others 
in the world besides the 100,000 Amer- 
icans who render more or less homage 
to the Boston religion?” 

The document proposes “to erect an 
earthly perfection with ourselves as all- 
sufficient centers. It assumes that a 
Kingdom of God on earth can be built 
by men who are not only unequal, 
not only of limited intelligence, but 
also infected with ill will and malice and 
selfishness. It assumes that. an evil tree 
will bring forth good fruit. And this 
it would have preached to the people, 
thus setting the stage for the worst of 
possible reactions. If there is a sin on 
this earth it is for those in a teaching 
position to hold out false hopes to the 
masses. 

“What then should we preach? We 
should preach the Gospel,—that above 
all else . . . the Gospel that man is al- 
ways a sinner, and so continues to throw 
the order of the world into confusion, 
[yet] is nevertheless the object of God’s 
redeeming love. This Gospel is revealed 
precisely in that cross which ‘The Faith 
Behind Freedom’ does not so much as 
mention. . . . The [real] faith behind 
freedom will be strangely like those 
orthodoxies which the Unitarians reject 
in favor of ‘the Free and Universal 
Church.’ ”—Abridged from the Christian 
Leader (Universalist). 


Dr. Robert T. Ketcham, pastor of the 
Walnut Street Baptist Church of Water- 
loo, Iowa, and recently elected presi- 
dent of the American Council of Chris- 
tian Churches, was an employee of the 
Susquehanna and Buffalo R.R. when, at 
the age of twenty, he gave his heart to 
Christ. Three years later he took charge 
of the First Baptist Church of Roulette, 
Pa., at a salary of $350 a year. The 
church had 33 members. Through his 
efforts in evangelism 425 confessed 
Christ and 150 backsliders were restored. 

He had had neither college nor semi- 
nary training. “I began my studies,” he 
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says, “at Crozier Theblogical Seminary, 
but when they told me that there were 
‘only traces of Jesus’ original meanings 
in the Gospels’ and that ‘Jesus was hu- 
man and therefore subject to mistakes,’ 
I advised them that, if that’s all there 
is in the Gospel I can find it out as well 
as they.” 

So he went to work to prepare him- 
self. He had the handicap of deficient 
eyesight,— could see only when, print 
was held an inch before his face. Yet 
he read and mastered more than 3,000 
books and pamphlets, a gigantic feat. 
In 1932 he became the minister of the 
Central Baptist Church, Gary, Ind., and 
in seven years received more than 700 
persons on confession of faith. He 
avoided building an over-large church, 
preferring to develop missions, which 


have grown into five flourishing 
churches. At his present church in 
Waterloo, missionary contributions, 


which were $10,800 when he came three 
years ago, are now $21,119; the expense 
budget is $17,000. 

Dr. Ketcham was. president of the 
General Association of Regular Baptists 
for three years and could have had a 
fourth term, but proposed instead that 
a council of 14 leaders replace the sin- 
gle presidency. These 14 leaders in dif- 
ferent parts of the country are each 
capable of providing the leadership 
needed in a national association. 


The Foreign Missions Conference of 
America is made up of more than a 
hundred foreign mission boards and so- 
cieties. Its 1944 Report is analyzed by 
the Rev. J. G. Vos, a former missionary 
in Manchuria, in the Church News-Let- 
ter and makes grievous reading. The 
mission boards are charged with con- 
doning apostasy in the churches of the 
Far East which, under Japanese pres- 
sure, have been forced into a shrine- 
worshiping, emperor-worshiping puppet 
church. 

In 1939 not only did the Presbyterian 
General Assembly of Korea sanction 
obeisance at Shinto shrines, but the 
Moderator threatened to discipline any 
echurch member who might refuse to 
bow at shrines. In 1941, under govern- 
ment pressure, thirty-four Protestant 
denominations were merged into a 
shrine - worshiping, government - con- 
trolled Union Church. In 1942 a similar 
union was forced on Manchurian 
churches, and since April 1, 1943, all 
Manchurian churches have been re- 
quired by law to have a miniature shrine 
in every place of worship and to per- 
form Shinto rites as a part of every 
service. 

The overwhelming majority of Chris- 
tian leaders and missionaries have com- 
plied with the shameful surrender, and, 
worse than all, mission boards in Amer- 
ica have either expressed positive ap- 
proval of the betrayal of God’s truth, 
or have refrained from any expression 
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of disapproval. The whole scandal has 
been carefully hushed up in America 
sd that the average church member who 
supports foreign missions has not even 
heard of it. 

There are a few names, even in Sar- 
dis, which have not defiled their gar- 
ments, — the Covenanters, the Orthodox 
Presbyterians, the Independent Board 
for Presbyterian Foreign Missions, the 
Canadian Regular Baptists. They have 
not suffered for their dissent, apparently. 

It is now announced that the Jap- 
anese Government has ordered the dis- 
solution of the Federated Church that it 
may be incorporated with 13 Shinto and 
28 Buddhist organizations into a single 
religio-patriotic society, designed to “in- 
crease the fighting strength of the peo- 
ple through religious fervor.” Copies 
of a booklet dealing with this whole 
situation can be bought from the Evan- 
gelical Fellowship, Inc., 100 Diamond 
St., Pittsburgh, Pa.

Japanese, Heathen and Christian—A 


‘China Inland Mission missionary writes: 


“We hear that the Japanese are order- 
ing 1,500 live rats to be caught in a 
capitulated town, and all know they 
want to infect them with bubonic plague 
and then drop them in Chinese terri- 
tory.” 

Over against that let us offer this: 
Chaplain Witherspoon, who was on Attu 
in the Aleutians during the fighting, 
says that a Japanese New Testament, 
published by the American Bible So- 
ciety, was found. in a soldier’s hut. It 
was given to this Japanese son by his 
father, who wrote in it that the boy 
might not come back, but that if he lived 
according to the teachings in the book he 
would have life eternal. 

And again, according to the Bible So- 
ciety Record, during the fighting in New 
Guinea an American was left for dead 
by the side of a trail. Later he recov- 
ered consciousness and lay there ex- 
pecting every moment that Japanese 
soldiers would arrive and finish him off. 
Finally four Japanese soldiers did ar- 
rive. To his surprise, instead of killing 
him, they lifted him gently and carried 
him to the side of a track in another part 
of the forest. Before leaving him one 
of them said, “You will be quite safe 
here. Some of your countrymen will 
soon pick you up. We are Christians 
and hate war.” 


The Waldensians of Italy.—The Cor- 
riere di Sicilid is the first free Italian 
newspaper in the first liberated country 
of Europe. It is a truly free newspaper, 
run by Sicilians for Sicilians, which 
gives the news honestly and fairly, 
preaches liberty and democracy, and is 
not afraid to criticize the military gov- 
ernment. 

The editor, Dr. Teoforo Balma, who 
sets the policy of the newspaper and 
insists on this freedom, is a representa- 
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tive of the most truly anti-Fascist move- 
ment in Italy. He is pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Waldensian Church at Catania. 
Throughout the whole of Mussolini’s 
rule the Waldensians retained their dem- 
ocratic beliefs. The Synod, at the yearly 
meeting in the Piedmontese Alps, con- 
tinued to send a message of loyalty to 
the King of Italy, but ignored Mussolini. 
One of the few men in Italy who stood 
up to Mussolini and got away with it 


,is Nicolo Introna, now president of the 


bank of Italy and elder in the Walden- 
sian Church. 

The fact that British and American 
churches have been formed in all the 
occupied towns has had a strong in- 
fluence on the Sicilians. “So the Brit- 
ish and Americans are Waldensians, too,” 
they say. 


In 1931, M. Henri Lanctin, a veteran 
of the French Army, was in a sani- 
tarium as a consequence of war injuries, 
with very little hope of ever being on 
his feet again. So he began a little 
ministry of sending Gospels and tracts 
to French Catholics of the Maritime 
Provinces. In less than four years he 
sent out 4,000 Gospels and.10,000 tracts. 
The French papers warned their readers 
against the apostate, Sieur Henri Lanc- 
tin, and told them to burn any and 
everything that came from him; other- 
wise they would be liable to the pen- 
alties of great sin. 

A certain man, whose nanie had been 
taken from the telephone book, received 
a Gospel and some tracts. Cursing the 
sender, he threw them into the fire. A 
poor brother who heard of it wrote to 
'M. Lanctin: “We are a poor people, 
priest-ridden, kept under their feet. 
Could you not come and preach to us 
the true Gospel?” 

“This was a challenge. As King Heze- 
kiah when told he was to die, I laid the 
letter before the Lord, telling Him that 
if He should raise me up in like man- 
ner, I would go to Moncton. One year 
later I was dressed for the first time 
in eighteen months, and on my feet, 
having put on 55 pounds weight. After 
two years I was told I could do a little, 
but never again could preach or sing.” 

In 1934 a bookstore with Bibles and 
evangelical literature was opened in 
Moncton. Mr. Lanctin preached more 
and more. People in outlying places 
became interested. They were given 
Bibles, but no one was ready to open 
his home for meetings, fearing that they 
would be burned out. A Gospel tent 
was secured and meetings held, but a 
mob of five hundred, led by a priest, 
destroyed it with fire and beat into un- 
consciousness two mounted police set 
thither to protect it. Then M. Lanctin 
started the first French evangelical 
broadcast ever. sent over the air in 
America. Again the priests interfered 
and had him excluded from the radio 
station. After a legal appeal he was 
reinstated.

A hard field and many adversaries, but 
an open door withal! Pray for M. Lanc- 
tin. : 

The war attitude of the Irish Govern- 
ment is attracting attention to that land 
which ordinarily is forgotten. The Irish 
correspondent of the Chronicle tells of 
its incredible misery, fruit largely Of 
priestly pushing of population. There 
are 90,000 Dubliners living in single 
rooms in tenements, 10,000 of them in 
condemned buildings. “Only one change 
has occurred in these slums since Home 
Rule: street names have been changed 
from English to Irish ones.” The in- 
mates of these slums are entirely Roman 
Catholic. It is significant that “Marrow- 
bone Lane,” a: play protesting against 
slum conditions, which has run for two 
years, was written by Dr. Robert Collis, 
a Protestant, and no doubt the Marrow- 
bone fund which has been raised in con- 
sequence is Protestant money. Miss 
Sheila May, who is agitating for better 
conditions, is also a Protestant. 

A strange complaint has been brought 
by a Dublin Catholic weekly against 
the Protestant businessmen of Mona- 
ghan. It is deemed to be “an insult to 
freedom” that in six business establish- 
ments there is only one Romanist em- 
ployed in an indoor staff of ninety-five. 
The fact that in a strong Romanist town 
like Monaghan, so many important firms 
should be in Protestant hands illustrates 
what is found all over South Ireland. 
The County Monaghan Protestant Asso- 
ciation has replied by pointing out that 
“every position of importance in public 
office, whether made by government or 
local bodies, has been given to a Ro- 
man Catholic.” Owing to the proportion 
of the taxes paid by. Protestants this 
discrimination is the more unjustifiable. 


Scottish Ministers’ Sons.—Sir Donald 
Pollock, a Scottish financier who has 
made great gifts to education, is a son 
of the manse. He has now established 
the Pollock Memorial Missionary Trust, 
which provides that his three large 
houses at Granton, near Edinburgh, be 
endowed and be used by missionaries, on 
furlough or retired. 

Britain’s youngest war correspondent, 
Doon Campbell, is son of a Presbyterian 
pastor in Linlithgow, Scotland. His ac- 
count of the attack on Mt. Cassino is 
famous. “The lad who, a year .ago, sat 
in the Pressbenches in the Assembly 
Hall, reporting the proceedings of the 
Church of Scotland, is now, at twenty- 
four, watching the onward march of the 
Allies.” 


Not only does the Federal Council ap- 
point Unitarian chaplains, it co-operates 
in other ways with those outside the 
household of faith. Thus “the Federal 
Council, the Catholic Charities of the 
Archdiocese of New York, the Synagogue 
Council of America, and the Christian 
Science Committee on Publication for 
the State of New York have co-operated

in the publication of a book of prayers 
for every day in the year.” 


Testimony from a businessman in 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, is given 
in Life and Work of Edinburgh, with 
comment on the old criticism that busi- 
nessmen would far rather have heathen 
than Christian servants and employees, 
as more honest and efficient. 

“Recently the Presbyterian mission- 
ary in Chasefu received this letter: ‘Our 
native messenger boy is:from your part 
of the. country. He has asked me to 
forward to you the sum of —— as a 
contribution to his own home church. 
I do so with pleasure. I have, however, 
decided to make up his contribution to 
£5, for he is the best boy we have ever 
had. If your mission can produce men 
of his stamp you deserve all the support 
you can-get from people like me and 
firms like mine.’” 


A Confirmation of Scripture.—It has 
been generally believed that the Valley 
of the Jordan was never populous, had 
few towns, and was deserving of the 
later name of “Wilderness.” Its heat 
and malaria and the presence of wild 
beasts have been alleged reasons for 
this belief. But recent archeological 
explorations have established the ex- 
istence of more than seventy ancient 
sites along the east side of the River 
alone and, according to Dr. Nelson 
Glueck, “the Jordan Valley in ancient 
times was perhaps the richest single 
part of all ancient Palestine or Trans- 
jordania.” This confirms the words of 
Genesis 13:10, “And Lot lifted. up his 
eyes, and beheld all the plain of Jor- 
dan, that it was well watered every 
where ... even as the garden of the 
Lord.” 


“Man’s Natural Goodness.”—The Ger- 
man army took the blankets from Nor- 
wegian beds and also their store of cod 
liver oil and cured fish. It has been 
felling the forests of Poland and trans- 
porting millions of cubic meters, together 
with enormous amounts of firewood, to 
Germany. It has eaten all the food of 
the Estonians; Estonian exports were 26 
times as large as imports in 1942; in 1943, 
59 per cent of its livestock had -to be 
sacrificed to Germany. In France, Jew- 
ish property was liquidated by the Ger- 
mans; in Paris alone 3,000 houses owned 
by Jews were expropriated. 

All of which blundering brutality has 
its bearing on the theory of “man’s natu- 
ral goodness.” 


Jewish Notes.—The -Mediator is the 
publication sent out to Jewish homes by 
the Lutheran Hebrew Christian Mission 
of Baltimore. The last printing was 
27,000 copies. . . . The president of the 
Queen Esther Missionary Society of this 
mission is a lovely Jewess, mother of 
two children. About two .years ago her 


‘husband bought a house. He wanted to 


move to Park Heights or to North Ave. 
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nue, but she insisted on remaining in 
East Baltimore. “I have never before 
put the real reason in words,” she told 
Mr. Einspruch, “but the fact is that I 
love the mission so much that I couldn’t 
think of living in another part of the 
city. I feared that distance would pre- 
vent me from coming to the place that 
means so much in my life.” 

The New Palestine, a Zionist publica- 
tion, calls attention to the fact that the 
first person to move for the re-estab- 
lishment of Israel in Palestine was a 
Christian clergyman, William E. Black- 
stone. On March 5, 1891, he presented 
to President Harrison a memorial, signed 
by 413 outstanding Christian and Jew- 
ish leaders in America, asking for the 
holding at an early date of an inter- 
national conference to consider the 
claims of the Jews to Palestine, their 
former home. At that time the project 
met with hostility from Jews them- 
selves. Rabbi Emil Hirsch spoke for 
the majority when he said, “We mod- 
ern Jews do’ not wish to be restored to 
Palestine. America is our Palestine. We 
will not go back.” The American Israel- 
ite decried the undertaking, maintain- 
ing that the Government could not do 
anything about it. “No Jews living in 
the emancipated countries desire to re- 
turn to Palestine.” 


Brief Notes 


Russian orthodox priests are to be 
trained in the University of Chicago 
Divinity School, which will hardly leave 
them orthodox. A Russian priest will 
instruct Russian students in the Rus- 
sian liturgy. Apart from this the train- 
ing will be that given to other students. 


St. John’s Church, Richmond, was 
where Patrick Henry made his fiery and 
memorable speech. On a Lenten eve- 
ning this year the pastor of the Ebene- 
zer Baptist Church preached from its 
pulpit, the congregation being both white 
and colored, with no restrictions in the 
seating arrangements. The organist and 
choir of the Baptist Church led the sing- 
ing as well. The congregation had given 
its approval of the invitation by a vote 
of three to one. A truly Christian ex- 
ample! 


W. P. Crozier, editor of the Manches- 
ter Guardian, recently deceased, was 
son of a Methodist minister. 


The portrait of Mrs. D. B. McLeod of 
Long Beach, Calif., is reproduced in the 
Bible Society Record. She has passed 
her hundredth year. All her life she 
has been active in the work of Christ 
among the Baptists, and for a period 
was president of the New Brunswick 
W.C.T.U. At the age of 80 she began a 
more thorough study of the Bible, and 
shortly before her 97th birthday started 
to study the Moon type (for the blind) 
that she might continue to read.

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Training Leaders to Win Young. 
People to Christ

CHRISTIAN workers’ conference, 

specially designed to equip leaders 
of high school young people, drew up- 
ward of 200 delegates to The Firs Con- 
ference grounds at Bellingham, Wash., 
August 18 to September 1. Unique in 
summer conference programs, the meet- 
ing brought together two aggressive or- 
ganizations which are actively tackling 
the strategic problem of how to preach 
the Gospel t® America’s young people 
—the Young Life Campaign, and the 
Navigators, 

Seeking to provide a training institute 
where effective methods of reaching 
young people could be studied, these two 
groups, in co-operation with the 23-year- 
old Firs Conference, brought delegates 
from more than ten states, as far east 
as Pennsylvania and Tennessee, to hear 
Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, of the Moody Bible 
Institute, and Drs. John Mitchell and 
Willard Aldrich of the Multnomah 
School of the Bible. Also directing con- 
ference sessions were the Navigators’ 
leader, Dawson Trotman, and Jim Ray- 
burn, director of the Young Life Cam- 
paign. ~ 

Tackling the problem which F.B.I. 
director J. Edgar Hoover has described 
as paramount — the leadership of Amer- 
ican youth—these Christian organiza- 
tions have been quick to sense the need 
of perfecting methods by the co-opera- 
tion of different Gospel agencies, and of 
disseminating these principles through- 
out evangelical Christianity by the train- 
ing of young people’s leaders. 

The foremost outcome of this first 
Leadership Training Institute was the 
united front presented by the various 
groups represented, and the definite 
prospect of a nation-wide program of 
conferences to train leaders for the spe- 
cialized task of bringing the Gospel to 
the vast majority of America’s young 
people still beyond the hearing of the 
church. The most accurate available 
statistics indicate that only 20 or 25 per 
cent of high school and college age 
young people ever attend church, 
whether Jewish, Roman Catholic, or 
Protestant. These figures describe a sit- 
uation of tremendous missionary respon- 
sibility here on the home front. 

The express purpose of the Young Life 
Campaign, now functioning in over seven 
states, through a staff of 27 leaders, is 
to claim a hearing among America’s un- 
interested high school crowd. Testi- 
mony to the effectiveness of its four 
years of ministry is found in the hun- 
dreds of now consecrated young Chris- 
tians who have met Christ through the 
club and summer camp program. Many 
of these converts are now in the armed 
services waiting their return to civilian 
life to engage in the same ministry. 
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The Navigators are primarily working 
among the armed forces, having in eight 
years given a dynamic Gospel testimony 
on over 400 Navy vessels and in dozens 
of Army camps. Through their Bible 
study plan, designed to promote dili- 
gent daily habits of Christian living, 
they have made a large contribution to 
the equipment of those who expect to 
lead young people. 


The two-week séssion at The Firs was 
an outgrowth of the annual Christian 
Workers’ Conference inaugurated in 
1942. The first meeting drew 40 leaders 
from the Northwest, and double that 
number attended in 1943. Last summer 
intensive courses were offered in the 
following subjects: “Christian Evi- 
dences,” under Dr. Smith; “Bible,” un- 
der Dr. Mitchell; “Christian Doctrine,” 
with Dr. Aldrich; “Methods of Evange- 
lism,” with Rayburn; and “Methods to 
Promote Christian Growth,” led by 
Trotman. 


Some high lights were Dr. Smith’s 
survey and rebuttal of “Agencies and 
Forces Opposing Christianity Today,” 
and Dr. Mitchell’s challenges to an ag- 
gressive program for evangelizing Amer- 
ica and the need for a deep spirit of 
intercession to undergird it. 

The Firs, home of the 23-year-old Lake 
Whatcom Missionary and Bible Cogfer- 
ence, is located in ideal surroundings 
near Puget Sound. Headed by Mr. Otis 
G. Whipple, retired Seattle contractor, 
it surrounds the site where he built his 
honeymoon cottage 40 years ago, and 


where he later invited a few Christian * 


friends to spend the summer in Bible 
study and Christian fellowship. A year- 
round program of conferences now 
makes use of the spacious conference 
quarters, and brings together hundreds 
of Christian leaders and ministers from 
the Pacific coast states. Information 
regarding their schedule may be had by 
addressing The Firs, 139 Cable St., Bel- 
lingham, Wash. From the vutset the 
conferences have stressed foreign -mis- 
sions, and have occupied a strategic 
place in advancing the Gospe! testimony 
in the Northwest.

Hans ‘Egede, the contemporary apostle 
to Greenland; also a sharp critic of the 
superficial and unspiritual Romish mis- 
sions. 


In 1772 he published his “Letters re- 
garding the Weightiest Truths of Reve- 
lation.” The deathbed of a friend was 
the immediate incitement to this work, 
in which he explained the grounds of 
his Christian convictions for the 
strengthening of others, including Chris- 
tians in the circles of the learned. In 
his preliminary statement he affirmed 
that his whole theclogy was determined 
by Holy Scripture. He recognized no 
other Christianity than that which Old 
and New. Testaments, in their close re- 
lationship, witnessed to. His whole fight 
for Christianity was a battle for the 
Bible. He knew it from youth up far 
better than his modernist opponents, 
read it in the original languages, was 
saturated with its spirit, and lived in 
it. It was to him the .document of 
divine revelation for salvation, worthy 
of all trust and confidence, 


The real center of the Bible, as of 
Christianity, was, for Haller, reconcilia- 
tion with God through the sacrificial 
death of the Lord Jesus. This essential 
he expounded with great care, in no wise 
paring down the teaching out of con- 
sideration for the hostile spirit of the 
time. His description of God as holy, 
just, the Judge before whom all men 
are to stand finally, could not have 
been made with greater earnestness. 
He dwelt on His eternal repulsion 
against sin. In contrast to Voltaire’s 
frivolous chatter about God, Haller 
showed Him as one who forgets not, 
a God to fear. He himself had an in- 
tense appreciation of the horrors of sin. 
This comes out in his diaries. He knew 
the plague of his own heart! 


He believed in the supernatural and 
in prophecy. He dwelt on the wonder- 
ful fulfillment of Messianic prediction. 
To him it had the seal of God on it. 
The decisive miracle in his eyes was 
the Resurrection, which he defended on 
historical and psychological grounds as 
absolutely unquestionable. 


And much more! This great mind 
adhered to the evangelical tradition at 
every point. He was a front-line Fun- 
damentalist whose consistent interpre- 
tation coincided in its last detail with 
the evangelical interpretation of Scrip- 
tural revelation which has been held 
by the Christian Church throughout the 
centuries. His was a greatly reassuring 
testimony for our own time as well as 
for his.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 

HRISTIAN fellowship is something 

far deeper and more precious 

than mere companionship of 
like-minded persons or a confederation 
of societies or local assemblies. It is a 
spiritual reality that is manifested by 
communion with the redeemed of the 
Lord everywhere, “the communion of 
the Holy Ghost” (2 Cor. 13:14). Else- 
where it is called “the communion of 
the bedy of the Christ” (1 Cor. 10:16) 
and “the fellowship of his [that is, 
God’s] Son” (1 Cor. 1:9). Into this fel- 
lewship all believers are introduced by 
the Spirit’s baptism, which makes them 
members of that mystical body, of which 
the exalted Christ is the Head (Eph. 5: 
30). 


The recognition of this unity of all 
Christians (not as denominations, but as 
individual members of Christ) results in 
practical fellowship and love for all 
saints. It destroys narrow sectarian 
prejudices and enables us to recognize 
everyone redeemed by the precious 
blood of Christ as being one with us in 
Him. He prayed that we all might be 
one (John 17:21). It is sometimes said 
that it is a pity this prayer has never 
been answered. But that is a mistake. 
However much outward schisms have 
rent the professing church, the glorious 
fact remains that “there is one body, 
and one Spirit, even as ye are called in 
one hope of your calling” (Eph. 4:4). 
The more our souls enter into this, the 
greater will be the power of. our testi- 
mony to the world. Manifested unity 
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is the strength of the Church of God, 
and strikes terror to the forces of evil 
(Phil. 1:27, 28). 


The Historical Setting 


In the beginning of the Christian Era, 
there was but one church of God 
throughout the world, expressed by local 
assemblies in the various cities and 
countries to which the Gospel had gone. 
These local churches were all parts of 
one whole. But as man’s will wrought, 
and the will of God was disregarded, 
sectarianism came in, divisions were 
rife, and so the outward unity of the 
church was lost. It was to hinder these 
schisms, or to heal them, that the Scrip- 
tures before us were written. 


Verse by Verse 

John 17:18—“‘As thou hast sent me 
. . . I also sent them into the world.” 
Throughout this great high-priestly 
prayer of our blessed Lord He identifies 
believers with Himself in family rela- 
tionship and service. As He was about 
to return to Heaven by way of the cross 
and the tomb, He commissioned His own 
to carry on for Him in this scene. As 
a people separated to Himself, they were 
to be in the world, but not of it. 

Verse 19.—“I sanctify myself, that they 
also might be sanctified.” To be sanc- 
tified is to be set apart. He, the Cap- 
tain of our salvation (Heb. 2:10) set 
Himself apart in devoted service for us 
and to glorify the Father, in order that 
we who are set apart by God in Him 
may be practically separated from all 
that is unclean and unholy, as we walk 
in obedience to the truth (see v. 17). 


Verse 20.—‘Neither pray I for these 
alone,” that is, for those who had ac- 
companied Him on earth whom He was 


now about to leave, “but for them also 
which shall believe on me through their 
word.” This includes all who, to the 
end of time, believe in Him because of 
the testimony given in the Word by those 
who first received it, thus emphasizing 
the unity of all who put their trust in 
Him. 

Verse 21.—“That they all may be one.” 
It is not here a question of what might 
be called the unity of churches or as- 
semblies of professed Christians that our 
Lord prays for—but rather for that 
unity of life and fellowship, the unity 
that necessarily results from the blessed 
fact that all believers constitute one 
great redeemed family. We are, of 
course, responsible to manifest this unity, 
not necessarily by church federaticns or 
councils, but by personal interest in and 
love for all who belong to this great 
company, all who are born of God. As 
this unity is thus displayed, the world 
will believe that our message is of God, 
whereas our strifes and divisions give 
them occasion to ridicule and blaspheme 
that worthy name whereby we are 
called. 


Verse 22.—“The glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them.” There 
is a difference between Christ’s essential 
glory as the Son of the Father from 
eternity (v. 5) and His acquired glory. 
The latter He obtained from the Father, 
as the obedient Man. This glory He 
shares with us. In view of it He again 
speaks of unity: “That they may be 
one, even as we are one.” This unity 
will be displayed when we are asso- 
ciated with Him in glory ‘at His return. 

Verse 23.—“That the world may know.” 
It will not then be merely a matter of 
believing, but of actual knowledge, 
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when we shall appear as one in the same 
glory with Christ Himself. Then God 
will show that He has loved us even as 
He loves His blessed Son. 


1 Cor. 1:1—*“Paul, an apostle ... 
through the will of God.” Paul was no 
self-appointed laborer in the vineyard 
of the Lord. He had been awakened by 
the vision of the glorified Christ, saved 
by His grace, and commissioned by the 
Lord Himself to go forth in His name 
as His ambassador to the nations, pro- 
claiming forgiveness of sins and justifi- 
cation from all things for all who trusted 
the Saviour (Acts 13:38, 39). 


Verse 2—“The church of God... at 
Corinth ... with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” Assemblies of Christians in apos- 
tolic days constituted one fellowship, 
wherever they might be located indi- 
vidually. All held the same precious 
faith, all proclaimed the same blessed 
Gospel, and each was recognized as the 
expression of the body of Christ in the 
particular place wheré he was found. 
Many divisions have come in since, and 
many unsaved ones have come into vari- 
ous churches, but true believers still 
constitute one holy fellowship as the 
“sanctified in Christ Jesus.” 


Verse 3—“Grace be unto you, and 
peace.” It is not here the grace that 
saves, but the grace that sustains. Nor 
is it peace with God (Rom. 5:1) that is 
here in view, but the peace of God (Phil. 
4:6, 7) which garrisons the heart against 
discouragement and enables one to press 
on in spite of adversity. 


Chap. 12:4.—“Diversities of gifts, but 
the same Spirit.” Whatever may be the 
distinctions as to gift and ability, all are 
alike given by the one indwelling Holy 
Spirit, who fits each one for service, if 
He is permitted to have His way in the 
life. 


Verse 5.—“Differences of administra- 
tions, but the same Lord.” All are stew- 
ards, and each one has his own special 
responsibility to the one Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Head of the body. 

Verse 6—“Diversities of operations, 
but it is the same God which worketh 
all in all.” Here it is God the Father 
that is in view, who judgeth according 
to the works of each (1 Pet. 1:17). 

So in these three verses we see the 
entire Trinity of the Godhead all con- 
cerned about the building up and equip- 
ping of the members. of the body of 
Christ for service and testimony. 

Verse 7.—“The manifestation. of the 
Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal.” Each member of the body of 
Christ has some gift which he is respon- 
sible to use for the ‘edification of the 
whole fellowship. 


Verse 12.—“As the body is one, ... so 
also is Christ.” Paul here uses the hu- 
man body as an illustration. Though 
composed of many members, it is one

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whole; so also is the Christ. The definite 
article really belongs here. The Christ 
includes our glorified Head and all His 
members. 


Verse 13.—*“By-one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body.” This is the 
Church of the new dispensation, the rev- 
elation 6f which was given to the Apos- 
tle Paul, as he tells us in Ephesians 3 
and Colossians 1. All believers have 
been baptized by, or in, one Spirit into 
this one body. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


More and more Christians are yearn- 
ing for unity. But many fail to realize 
that union and unity are very different. 
A union of all sects and denominations 
would not answer to the fellowship of 
God’s Son (1 Cor. 1:9). God has estab- 
lished a unity consisting of all who are 
born of the Spirit and through His bap- 
tism made members of Christ and of one 
another. The recognition of this makes 
for real fellowship among all who know 
and love Christ.

Christian Letter Writing—Unto.... 
all that ... call upon the name of Jesus 
Christ our Lord ... Grace be unto you 
(1 Cor. 1:2, 3). The title of the lesson 
is “World-Wide Christian Fellowship.” 
Along this line it is interesting to note 
how Paul sets the example as to how 
one Christian fellow should address 
other Christian fellows. The graceful 
way in which Paul opens and closes his 
letters are good models for the rest of 
us to follow. 

The effect of a letter depends more 
largely than most people think upon 
how it begins and how it ends. Here 
you have Paul’s “grace”ful beginning. 
Turn.to chapter 16, the last verse, and 
note his “grace”ful ending. 

Some years ago I was interested in 
the beginnings of Puritanism. So I read 
Carlyle’s “Letters and Speeches of Crom- 
well.” While Cromwell had lots of re- 
ligion and was ready to fight and die for 
it, he was rather short on courtesy in his 
letters. He seems to have begun and 
ended with a snap. Instead of writing 
“My dear Sir,” he wrote the one word 
‘These.” Instead of ending with “Grace,” 
he ended with “Yours.” 

When I first came into business years 
ago, the president of a large concern we 
did business with always signed his let- 
ters, “We remain, yours with regards.” 
His were the only letters that came to 
our office expressing any “regards.” It 
made such a good impression on me that 
when the “with regards” gentleman 
passed on, I adopted it for my closing 
salutation, as all my correspondents 
know. 

“I have written this paragraph so that 
all teachers might be led te teach their 
scholars the importance of Christian 


courtesy. Paul was not writing to the 
“big wigs” of Athens, but to the common 
people of a seaport town, some of whose 
behavior was not always circumspect. (1 
Cor. 5:7.)

Daddy, no it doesn’t; it keeps 
them apart!” 

If you want a companion picture to 
hang on the other side of the mantel- 
piece, here is one that has nothing to 
do with the lesson. Auntie is putting on 
her “make-up.” Little girl says, “What 
do you put all that stuff on your face 
for, Auntie?” “To make me beautiful.” 
Little girl, “Then why don’t it?” 

We are told God is no respecter of 
persons, and so Heaven must be a place 
of wonderful “fellowship” with the Lord. 
The same condition, in a measure, could 
be obtained on earth if men in some way 
could be led to have it so. 

Here in America I do not know a real 
Christian who cannot have fellowship 
with any other Christian on the face of 
the earth, no matter the race or the color. 
In this land we all live happily together, 
the one helping the other. 

In California and the West the Japa- 
nese raise delicious fruits for us. The 
Germans make up some of our best citi- 
zens. The Italians teach us how to enjoy 
good music.

OW would you like to go to a party 
where there were children from 
every country in the world? That would 
be thrilling, if there ever were such a 
party; but when we get to Heaven, there 
will be children of every nation there. 
We do see many different kinds of 
children here in America. Of course the 
very first Americans were Indians, and 
there are very cute little Indian boys 
and girls in many parts of our country. 


_ are very much alike, after all. 
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And there are little Negro children in 
most parts of the country. And on the 
Pacific coast there are Chinese and Fili- 
pinos and Hawaiians, and there are many 
bright little Japanese children whose 
home is in California. 

Spanish and Portuguese, Swedish and 
German, English and French, Russian 
and Greek children are all quite common 
in our country, but there are other chil- 
dren that we never see: those from 
Tibet, India; Alaska, Iceland, Greenland, 
Persia, and the many Pacific islands. 

These children look different, but they 
They 
all come into this life as helpless little 
babies, that do not know anything. They 
all have mothers who must care for them 
and feed them. These mothers take care 
of them in different ways. Our little 
babies have bassinets and cribs, the lit- 
tle Indian papoose has a lovely woven 
basket to sleep in as he rides on his 
mother’s back, or some of them are se- 
curely strapped to a board and carried 
to the field. Little Chinese and Jap- 
anese babies are carried on the mother’s 
back or that of an older sister, for the 
women work in the fields. Little Afri- 
can babies wear little or no clothing, 
and little Eskimo babies wear fur, but 
they all cry and get hungry. 

After a few months, all these babies 
begin to talk, and each one learns to 
talk just like its mother and father, — 
they learn their language, and we could 
not understand them if we could hear 
them talk. 

Jesus loves every one of these little 
ones, and He can understand all the dif- 
ferent languages, and He knows what 
they say in every land. He died on the 
cross to save all these children. Be- 
cause He loves them, we should love 
them, too. Many times you will hear 
people say they hate foreigners, which 
is a very silly thing to say, for if they 
went to any other country, they would 
be foreigners there, and they would not 
want to be hated. But if you love the 
Lord Jesus Christ, you will not hate any- 
body, and you will love all these chil- 
dren of the world, and want to send the 
Gospel to them, so they can know and 
love the Lord Jesus also. 

We cannot all go to tell them about 
Jesus Christ, but some of you can when 
you grow up, and some of you live just 
on the next street from some of these 
children right in your own town, and 
how do you treat them?

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith's Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, there is an expression 

found only once in the Bible. It 
is startlingly beautiful: “bound in the 
bundle of life with the Lord thy God.” 
It was used by Abigail, the “woman of 
good understanding, and of a beautiful 
countenance.” In a thrilling episode (1 
Sam. 25) .she told David, “But the soul 
of my lord shall be bound in the bundle 
of life with the Lord thy God; and the 
souls of thine enemies, them shall he 
sling out, as out of the middle of a 
sling.” She won David's heart that day, 
and afterward became his queen. 

This expression comes to mind in 
studying our Lord’s wonderful prayer 
recorded in the 17th chapter of John. 
“Neither pray I for these alone [His 
disciples], but for them also which shall 


believe on me through their word; that, 


they all may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us.” All bound up in 
the bundle of life with God! What an 
enclosure! Fellows, can you imagine 
it? There is the fact of a charmed life, 
more wonderful than all the amazing 
fancies of fiction. Why, nothing can 
hurt or alarm or hinder a life like that. 
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Its fortifications are impregnable to any 
foe: Siegfried, Gothic, Maginot, Manner- 
heim — all the defense lines of the world 
put together, piled up, Pelion on Ossa, 
are not a circumstance compared to the 
protection enjoyed by the life that is 
bound in the bundle of life with God. 
Paul sums up the situation in the clos- 
ing verses of 1 Corinthians 3: “For all 
things are your’s; whether Paul, or 
Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, or life, 
or death, or things present, or things to 
come; all are your’s; and ye are Christ’s; 
and Christ is God’s.” 

There you are. Three grand state- 
ments of the same marvelous truth: one 
in lst Samuel, another in Ist Corinthians 
with our Lord’s petition (John 17:19-21) 
in the center. Make a note.of them on 
the flyleaf of your Bible, for they point

For Junior Teachers 
By Ruth E. Dow 


O PROVIDE a lever for next week’s 
lesson, you may suggest that chil- 
dren leave in the Trouble Box, today, 
notes on difficulties they have at home. 
For the Bible alphabet: “Quit you like 
men, be strong” (1 Cor. 16:13), and, “Re- 


‘member the words of the Lord Jesus, 


how he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive” (Acts 20:35). 

Attractive pictures of children of 
other races and nations may be shown, 
and short stories told of them or their 
living conditions. (See material from 
missionary sources within your denomi- 
nation, especially from fields supported 
by your church.) Ask the children why 
we should be interested or care about 
boys and girls with different colored 
skins whom we will probably never see 
because they live way off in other coun- 
tries. (Probably the children’s interest 
is largely intrinsic.) Remind them, how- 
ever, that there are many children in 
those lands that are not attractive like 
the pictures, but ugly, and dirty, and 
unhappy. Should we care about them, 
too? Someone may mention that God 
loves them all, and so we should. 

He wants every boy and girl in the 
whole world to know about Him. Do 
they all? Are you helping people to go 
tell them? In John 17:22, 23 you find 
part of the Lord Jesus’ prayer, which 
shows how He wants you and me to feel 
toward these stranger folks who have 
become Christians, “that they may be 
one, even as we are one: I in them, and 
thou in me, that they miay be made per- 
fect in one.” So, although we do not 
know them as well as the boys and girls 
in this class, we should feel that we 
all belong together, and care for one 
another, like a big Christian family. 

In fact, Paul says we are closer than 
just a family; we are a body. Hands 
look different from feet, and do differ- 
ent things; eyes are a different color 
and shape from ears; but they are all 
parts of one body. If your foot gets 
stepped on, the rest of your body jumps 
to get away, and your mouth says some- 
thing! You tell me other ways the 
members of your body help each other. 
Ralph may find Romans 12:4, 5; Carolyn, 
1 Corinthians 12:12-14; and Eva, Ephe- 
sians 4:4-6. Now, how do the members 
of Christ’s body (He is the head, Col. 
1:18) help one another? (Prayer, gifts.) 
People in Alaska are sending money to 
help the migrant workers in our coun- 
try; we send money to feed starving 
Chinese orphans; colored people in Af- 
rica send some of their scanty cash to 
help the homeless in England. So it 
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goes all over this big world wherever 
Jesus Christ is known and loved, and 
wherever there is need. . 

Don’t you want to have a part at this 
Christmas time, when we show our love 
to the Lord Jesus who came to earth 
to die for us, by helping His other be- 
loved children? “Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me” (Matt. 25:40, V 
verse). “Remember the words of the 
Lord Jesus, how he said—” (allow the 
children to complete the statement). 
Let’s build a love bridge clear from here 
to China (or around the world, or wher- 
ever Christmas or missionary money 
is to be used. A large wall map of 
strong material may be employed, to 
which strips of dime holders are pasted 
or tacked from the home country to the 
foreign land. The first dime goes in the 
first place nearest the home side, and 
the bridge is complete when dimes ex- 
tend all the way across).

N THE Belgian Congo there may be 
a young student nurse, willing to risk 
blackwater fever or malaria in order to 
learn how to heal her people and carry 
to them the Gospel, and through your 
prayers for her periods of trial she may 
be sustained. In the gay market places 
of Bolivia, or little earth huts in Cen- 
tral America a native colporteur may be 
passing out Gospels and Christian Jiter- 
ature and, despite opposition, winning 
people to the Saviour just because you 
are faithful in prayer. Because you are 
praying, a simple convert of a former 
missionary in some faraway place of 
battle in the South Pacific may be dis- 
playing to your neighbor servicemen the 
reality of Christ in a human life Through 
the marvelous fellowship of prayer you 
and God can bring such things as these 
to pass. 

Did you ever realize that all of us 
who are Christians, no matter where we 
live, have the same job? What could 
such a universal job be? Is it not to 
grow more intimately acquainted with 
Christ, and make Him known to others? 
Too often we feel discouraged and alone, 
and afraid our small efforts are bearing 
meager fruit. This occurred on a mis- 
sion field recently when a number of 
missionaries, meeting for conference, 
had come with the intention of handing 
in resignations and abandoning their 
work. After placing their problems be- 
fore one another for comfort, and before 
the Lord for wisdom, every one of them 
returned to his or her post, richer for 
the fellowship of Christian friends.

(Paul) “To them that are sanc- 
tified.” In Corinth Christ’s prayer on the 
Mount of Olives was answered. In 
America and throughout the world it is 
being answered as people are responding 
to the call to follow Christ, and the 
Holy Spirit is setting them apart for 
distinctive Christian service.

F SOMEONE came to your door with 

promises of what he would do for 
you and with instructions as to what 
he would like you to do for him, you 
would first want to know his identity 
and by what authority he spoke. For 
three successive prayer meetings we are 
to think about some of thé words of the 
Lord Jesus. Included are some of His 
promises as to what He will do for us, 
and also some of His instructions as to 
what we are to do for Him. It is fitting, 
therefore, that we should begin by con- 
sidering His credentials. 

There are four important statements 
not given in the Scripture reading as- 
signed for this prayer meeting, although 
two are in the daily readings for the 
week. In His talk with the woman of 
Samaria, the Lord Jesus revealed His 
identity. You will recall that the woman 
remarked that she knew that the Mes- 
siah, called Christ, was coming. Where- 
upon the Lord Jesus said to her, “I that 
speak unto thee am he” (John 4:26). 
Thus the Lord: Jesus announced Him- 
self as the Jewish Messiah and the 

'*Christ, or the anointed One. 

After He had been arrested in the 
garden of Gethsemane, the Lord Jesus 
was asked by the high priest, “Art thou 
the Christ, the Son of the Blessed?” To 
this the Lord Jesus replied, “I am” 
(Mark 14:61 and 62). Thus He identi- 
fied Himself not only as the Jewish 
“Anointed One,” but also as the Son of 
God, for the Jews used the term, “the 
Blessed,” for God Himself. So hateful

When challenged by the Jews because 
of His claim to a knowledge of God be- 
yond that of Abraham, their forefather, 
the Lord Jesus replied, “Before Abraham 
was, I am” (John 9:58), thus applying 
to Himself the sacred term, “I am,” that 
the Jews used for God, and which spoke 
of the eternal existence of God. 


Finally, in Revelation 1, verses 8, 11, 
and 18, we have from the lips of the 
risen and glorified Lord, His testimony 
that He is “the Almighty,” “the first and 
the last,”-and the one that “liveth, and 
was dead; and... alive for evermore.” 


We shall do well therefore to hearken 
to the words of One who so identi- 
fies Himself. Truly, “never man spake 
like this man” (John 7:46).

But the Lord Jesus not only identified 
Himself, He used many analogies to help 
men and women understand His nature, 
His person and power. Our Scripture 
lesson gives us a number of these state- 
ments. Let us take them up in the order 
in which they are given.

The Lord Jesus stated that He is the 
“bread of life” (John 6:35). For those 
who trust Him and follow Him, He sus- 
tains spiritual life, and strengthens, and 
satisfies the hunger that is in the hearts 
of men, and which can only be satisfied 
by God.

The Lord Jesus said that He is the 
“light of the world” (John 8:12). As 
such He illumines the pathway for those 
who follow Him. He directs, and guides, 
and comforts, and cheers, and reassures.

The Lord Jesus said that He is the 
“door” (John 10:9). Only through Him 
may we come to God the Father, for He 
has told us that “he that entereth not by 
the door into the sheepfold, but climbeth 
up some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber” (John 10:1). Peter, you 
will recall, testified, “There is none other 
name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 4: 
12).

The Lord Jesus said that He is “the 
good shepherd” (John 10:14 and 15). As 
such He tenderly cares for His followers, 
corrects them when they go astray, and 
brings them back into the right path. He 
heals the injuries made by sin and will- 
fulness, protects them from their ene- 
mies, and gives His life for the sheep.
